Resolution To End Short 
Session Wins By Over- 
whelming Vote of 289 
To 93. 


BTATE APPROVAL 
NEEDED FOR MOVE 


Three-fourths of States 
Must Approve Plan To 
End Sitting of Defeated 
Members.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—(4)— 
‘After many years of bitter contro- 
versy, the house tonight adopted a 
resolution to abolish the short or 
“lame duck” sessions of congress by 
the overwhelming vote of 289 to 93. 


The measure now goes back to the | 


senate. It provides for an amend- 
Ment to the constitution to drop the 
short session of congress after a bi- 
ennial November election. It also 
would permit a newly elected con- 
gress to be seated on January 4 in- 
stead of 13 months later and a newly 
elected president on January 24, in- 
siead of March 4. 

Before the resolution becomes effec- 
tive, however, the proposal must be 
submitted to the states and approved 
by 36 of the 48. 

Carrying an amendment sponsored 
by Speaker Longworth to terminate 
the second aunual session within four 
months, the measure was substituted 
for the Norris resolution previously 
approved six times by the senate. 

The Ohioan said it was “the fair, 
equare thing to do” to adopt the 
house measure as an amendment to 
the Norris proposal so it might go to 
conference with a view to a settle- 
ment of the old dispute this session. 

The. motion to substitute the house 
gueasure for the Norris resolution was 
put by Chairman Gifford, of the house 
committee on the elections of the 
President and vice president, at Long- 
Worth’s suggestion.

‘Thompson Holds to Lead 
of 45,000 Over Judge 
Lyle; Election Totally 
| Without Violence. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 24.—(#)—‘Big 
Bill” Thompson, invincible as ever, 
won his fourth mayoral nomination 
in the republican primary election to- 
day, defeating by a plurality estimated 
at 45,000 the crime-battling judge, 
John H. Lyle. 

With less than 600 precincts miss- 
ing, Chicago's cowboy mayor had cor- 
ralled 226,967 votes, while Judge Lyle 
harvested 183,713 and Alderman Ar- 
thur F, Albert, leader of anti-adminis- 
tration forces in the city council and 
a partisan of Senator Charles 8S. De- 
neen, trailed with 80,073. 

Against Mayor Thompson in the 
April election will be pitted Anton J. 
Cermak, commander-in-chief of Cook 
county democracy, who won his par- 
ty’s nomination hands down. In the 
few precincts tabulated in the demo- 
cratic primary tonight, Cermak had 
more than 60 votes to every one cast 
for his single opponent, John B. Dev- 
oney. 

Thompson lumbered into 
from the start and less than two hours 
after the polls closed, the Daily News, 
supporting Albert, conceded the nomi- 
nation to the incumbent and predicted 
he would win by 50,000. [erg ee

Supreme Court Reverses 
Clark But Halts Double 
Prosecution of Violators 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—()— 
The supreme court today, with vigor 
cnd emphasis, held the eighteenth 
amendment constitutional and later in 
the day ruled persons convicted of 
violating the prohibition laws are ex- 
empt from prosecution under internal 
revenue laws for the same offense. 

In a clearly worded and unanimous 
opinion the court sustained the valid- 
ity of the amendment against the con- 
of Federal Judge William 


had been improperly ratified. 

Decision in the double prosecution 
case involved Anthony LaFranca, of 
New Orleans, and the Waterloo Dis- 
tilling Co., of Waterloo, N. Y. 

It placed the entire question upon 
the shoulders of congress and lent an 
added significance to the much-dis- 
cussed and much-disputed report of the 
Wickersham commission. 

The Clark decision was based upon 
a contention that the amendment to 
be valid sheuld have been ratified by 
state popular-conventions rather: than 
by the state legislatures. 

Counsel supporting Judge Clark’s 
position argued the fifth article of 
the constitution differentiated between 
amendments making changes in. gov- 
ernmental machinery and those affect- 
ing the liberties of the people. 
Amendments of the latter category, 
it was contended must be submitted 
by congress to state conventions. 

Early in his opinion, Justice Rob- 
erts said attorneys supporting the 
Clark ruling were asking the court to

— HAVANA, Feb. 24.—(4)—Cuban 
celebtants of the republic’s independ- 
ence today were excited by the knowl- 
edge that the life of President Gerar- 
|do Machado has been endangered twice 
in 24 hours. 

The’ first such attempt came yes- 
terday when a bomb planted by a 
'Cuban sentry, exploded within the 
presidential palace. 

The second was this afternoon,

the meantime, so much excitemefit nd 
scuffling had been created that the

Police told last night of a bomb t>- 
ing placed in the palace, but indicated 
that it had been discoyered before *' ¢ 
person who had placed'it there had 
had time to detonate it. 

Today it was learned that the sen- 
try had placed his explosive, a heavy 
piece of pipe filled with dynamite, in 
a four-inch vent running from the 
froof to the president's bathroom on 
the third floor, with a long fuse at- 


tached, to be. lighted from the top and 
explode the bomb in ten minutez. _ 

The sentry did not know that in 
recent repair work a pipe had been 


left in the vent which cut its diameter | 


by half. Thus the bomb stopped in 
the bathroom of the floor above that 
occupied by the president, which is 
occupied by his son-in-law, Emilio 
Obregon. It partly wrecked this bath, 


blowing its plate-glass partitions to} 


bits and endangering the lives of the 
son-in-law's children in an adjoining 
room. 

Today's incident at the capitol cre- 
ated great excitement for a few min- 
utes but soldiers and police quickly 
restored order and the president con- 
tinued his speech, pleading that peace 
be maintained throughout his restless 
domain. 

Otherwise the festivities were as 
earefree as in any year, with the 
young republic celebrating the “Grito 
de Baire”’—the 36th anniversary of 
the uprising at Baire which opened 
the successful war for independence 
from Spain—the inauguration of a 
new 700-mile highway, and the aledica- 
tion of the new capitol, which cost 
$18,000,000. The festivities began at 
midnight with great revelry. ,

A well-dressed, apparently well-ed- 
ucated and decidedly sophisticated 
bandit, who patronizes those who pat- 
ronize him, late Tuesday afternoon 
held up and robbed the offices of 
Zachry, Inc., clothing store, at 87 
Peachtree street, diagonally across 
from the Piedmont hotel, locked the 
president of the company and seven 
employes in a stock room and escaperl 
with about $295 in cash and ‘a new 
$5 hat. 

In order to acquire the hat the - 
bandit, after fleeing from the fourth 
floor offices of the company, stopped 
on the first floor and purchased the 
headpiece he previously had selected 
and gave in payment a $5 bill, taken 
from the roll of money he had ac 
quired at pistol point from the store's 
cashier, 

It was after 5 o'clock, near the 
close of a business day marred by 
steady rain, when the bandit entered 
the shop and announced his desire to 
purchase a hat..A fleor-walker turned 
him.over_to E..-, Rollins; a clerk, 
who displayed a number of models 
from the Zachry stock. ite 

“My ‘customer’ was exceedingly po- 
lite and knew just as much about 
hats as any I have ever served,” Rol- 
lins said Jater.. “He went over what 
I showed him very carefully. After 
a minute or two I knew he wanted 
something smart. . Finally he settled - 
on a pearl gray.and excused himself, 
saying he would be back in a few 
minutes. I had the hat put in a box 
and wrapped.” 

“Customer” Takes Elevator. 

The “customer” then went to the 
elevator and rode to the fourth floor. 

There A. L. at. pevehient of 
the company, H. H. Hutchings, secre- 
tary-treasurer, and a nu of em- 
ployes were at their routine duties. 
Virgil Bradford, assistant cashier, 
was behind the cashier's window. 
Ree ening a switchboard, was 
Miss radelle Wood. Mr. Zachry 
and Mr. Hutchings were only a few 
feet distant. 

Mr. Bradford looked up as the man 
approached, preparing to serve him. 
Instead he found himself looking at 
a pistol in the bandit’s well-manicured 
right hand. He complied with the 
bandit’s .order to. hold up his hands. 
Miss Wood was directed to move away 
from the switchboard, preventing any 
chance of her spreading an alarm. She 
complied. Mr. Zachry and Mr. Hutch- 
ings likewise raised their hands.

’ Atlanta's drive to corral the greater 
part of its 43,000 tax dodgers and 
to enrich the borough treasury by ap- 
proximately $400,000 this year bid 
fair Tuesday to increase the registra- 
tion list by many thousands of per- 
sons and thus to hike the voting 
Strength. 

Joe Little, tax assessor, and Coun- 
cAiman Claude L. Farnwell, chairman 


of the tax committee of council, Tues- 
day declared that delinquents are be- 
ing added to the registers at the rate 
of more than 100 a day, and that each 
of them will return about $20 to 
the coffers of the borough. 

Barnwell pins his hopes for making 
up the $500,000 deficit in municipal 
fivances on increasing the revenue 
through placing the tax dodgers, whic 
the recent United States census in- 
dicates are here, on the tax books. 

As things now stand, the borough is 
nearly $500,000 in the red because of 
an adverse ruling in Fulton county 
#uperior court on an attempt to abol- 
ish wate: discounts previously given 
the 57,000 customers. The only ave- 
nue now open to the borough without 
legislative action is the source on 
which Barnwell and tax assessors are 
concentrating their efforts. 

When the drive “was first begun 
even the most optimistic thought thit 
only $75.000 could be raised. It was 
thought that only street taxes amount- 
ing to about $3 each could be col- 
lecte1, but with the progress of the 
campaign it has been found that many 
of those who failed to make tax re- 
turns own automobiles and have ex- 
pensive furniture. 

It also has been found that an ex- 
ceedingly large percentage have not 
made returns for several years and 
are, therefore, subject to taxes for 
the past four years. The average col- 
lected in the first stages of the drive 
_ was $12 per person, but that has been 
hiked through recent assessments due, 
Mr, Barnweli declared Tuesday, to 
those having more property to $20 
per person. 

The census report shows that there 
are 63,000 males in Atlanta between 
the ages of 21 and 50, while the di- 
gests of the borough show that only 
23,000 of this number are actually on 
the tax books and paying taxes to 
the borough. 

Registration in Atlanta for primary 
elections totals about 23.000 eact 
year. That number would be ma- 
terially increased if delinquents also 
registered for elections.

[It said that on Feb- 
ruary 6 Baker and his chief account- 
ant, G. H. Briley, went to the capitol 
and were called by Nolan into the 
treasurer's office. The treasurer, he 
said, told him that Attorney Joe V 
Williams, committee counsel, had ask- 
ed him if he had refused to accept 
some $5,000,000 of highway withdraw- 
al checks, which Baker said he had 
written after a conference at Colonel 
Luke Lea’s home with Nolan to re- 
distribute the funds to avoid repub- 
lican criticism during the last gover- 
nor’s race, 

Baker’s statement said Nolan told 
him that he had informed Mr. Wil- 
‘liams that he knew nothing of the 
transaction and he didn’t think there 
was any use telling all they knew. 
Baker said he told him that the com- 
mittee already had questioned him and 
he had told them that he had sent 
the vouchers to the treasurer and that 
he had refused to accept them. 

“He (Nolan) then said, ‘Briley 
brought them up and asked me to 
hold them,’ ” the commissioner's state- 
ment said.

Further conversation at the sixth 


session of the Supreme War Coun- 


cil, June 1, 1918, showed the uncertainty in the minds of the Allies. 
Prime Minister Lloyd George, reverting to losses, said that before the 
great German attack in May he had been informed positively the Germans 
had only 400,000 replacements left, and that now, after the most violent 
fighting, in which it was reported the Germans had suffered very heavy 


losses, they still had more than 300, 


The Allies also had 300,000, but | 
it was now contended, he said, that 
the British army was on the decline, 
while that of the enemy was not. 


Mr. Lloyd George asked if that 
uld be cleared up, to which General 
‘och replied that it was because the 
‘enemy managed better, and he went 
_on to say that Germany, with a popu- 
lation of 68,000,000, could maintain 
204 divisions, while Great Britain, 
with 46,000,000 inhabitants, could 
keep up only 43. It had been stated 
that the British counted on keeping | 
up 53 divisions, but that 10 of them | 
would be practically American. | 
Then, in response to a further ques- | 
tion by Mr. Lloyd George, General 
Foch said he could net pretend to 
say where Germany procured her re- 
placements, possibly it might be from 
prisoners returned from Russia. 

After further argument on dix%crep- 
ancies of various figures, and insist- 
ence by General Foch that the num- 
ber of divisions be maintainec, the 
consideration of the onanertation of 
American troops in June and July 
Was resumed. The discussion haying 
reached an impasse, it was suggested 
that Lord Milner, British war min- 
ister, General Foch and I should un- 
dertake to dtaw up a program. 

In the consideration of the ques- 
tion by us, the point of my conten- 
tion was won when General Wey- 
gand, who was Foch’s principal ad- 
visor, remarked that it would be as 
well to leave the new drafts to be 
trained at home a month or so longer. 

Although my arguments had failed 
to make any impression on General 
Foch, he at once approved Weygand’s 
. suggestion. 

* Agreement on U. S. Troops. 

With this out of the way we soon 
drew up the agreement embodied in 
the following cablegram sent to Wash- 
ington June 2: 

(a) For June—First, absolute 
priority shall be given the trans- 


000 replacements, 


400 men for the service of rail- 
ways, of which 13,400 have been 
asked by the French minister of 
transportation; third, the balance 
to be troops of categories to be 
determined by the commander-in- 
chief, American Expeditionary 
Forces. 

(b) For July—First, absolute 
priority for the shipment of 140,- 
000 combatant troops of the na- 
ture defined above, four divisions 
minus artillery, etc., amounting 
to 84,000 men plus 56,000 replace- 
ments; second, the balance of the 
‘250,000 to consist of troops to 
be designated by the commander- 
in-chief, American Expeditionary 
Forces, 

(c) It is agreed that if avail- 
able tonnage in either month al- 
lows the transportation of a larg- 
er number of men than 250,000 
the excess tonnage will be em- 
ployed in the transportation of 
combat troops as defined above. 

(d) We recognize that the com- 
batant troops to be dispatched in 
July may have to include troops 
with insufficient training, but we 
consider the present emergency to 
justify a temporary and excep- 
tional departure by the Unite 
States from sound principles of 
training especially as a similar 
course is being followed by 
France and Great Britain. 
(Signed) 

FOCH, MILNER, PERSHING.

The crisis, however, still con- 
tinues. Foch has present- 
ed to us a statement of the utmost 
gravity, which points out that’ 
the numerical superiority of the 
enemy in France is very heavy, 
and that, as there is no possibil- 
ity of the British and French in- 
creasing the number of their di- 
visicas (on the contrary, they are 
put to extreme straits to keep 
them up) there is a great danger 
of the war being lost unless the 
numerical inferiorit i 
can be remedied a 

possible by the advent of Amer- 
ican troops. 

He therefore urges with the ut- 
most insistence that the maximum 
possible number of infantry and 
machine gunners, in which respect 
tie shortage of men on the side 
of the Allies is most marked, 
should continue ‘to be — 
from America in June and July 
to avert the immediate danger of 
an Allied defeat in the present 
campaign owing to the Allied re- 
serves being exhausted before 
those of the enemy. 

In addition to this, and looking 
to the future,: he represents that 
it is impossible to foresee ultimate 
victory in the war unless America 
is able to provide such an army 
as will enable the Allies ultimate- 
ly to establish numerical superior- 
ity. He places the total American 
force required for this at no less 
than 100 divisions, and urges the 
continuous raising of fresh Amer- 
ican levies which, in his opinion, 
should not be less than 300,000 a 
month, with a view to establishing 
a total American force of 100 di- 
visions at as early a date as this 
can possibly be done. 

We are satisfied that General 
Foch, who is conducting the pres- 
ent campaign with consummate 
ability, and on whose military 
judgment we continue to place the 
most absolute reliance, is not over- 
estimating the needs, and we feel 
confident that the government: of 
the United States will do every- 
thing that can be done, both to 
meet the needs of the immedfate 
situation and to proceed with the 
continuous raising of fresh levies, 
calculated to provide, as soon as 
possible, the numerical superiority 
which the commander in chief of 
the Allied armies regards as es- 
sential to ultimate victory.

What a difference it would have 
made if the Allies had seen this a 
year earlier, and had then given us 
assistance in shipping. The situation 
was pretty well unde.'stood the pre- 
ceding August. The commanders-in- 
chief and the chiefs of staff, it will 
be recalled, concluded that their de- 
pendence was upon America. The 
governments understood then that the 
constitution of our army in France 
depended upon sea_ transportation, 
but they took no steps then to pro- 
vide it. 

On the contrary, their minds were 
centered on using America as a reser- 
voir from which men could be drawn 
to serve under an alien flag. They 
failed to understand the psychology of 
the American people. They failed to 
foresee the results. They failed to do 
the only thing that good judgment dic- 
tated, and that was, assist by all 
possible means the organization of a 
powerful American army and trans- 
port it to France at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. 

It could not be questioned that the 
situation was decidedly serious, even 
though the German advance the 
Marne salient had been held up for 
the time. The eight French divisions 
which had oceupied that front against 
the German attack had lost a large 
percentage of their personnel and 
practically all their materials. Rest- 
ed divisions had been sent to replace 
them, but the burden of aiding the 
British during the preceding two 
months had fallen heavily upon the 
French, and their man-power was at 
low ebb. 

My diary notes the following: 

Chaumont’ Thursday, June 6, 

1918. Lord Milner, who lunched 

with me Monday, thinks the Brit- 

ish were let down because Foch 
has requested five of our divisions 
from the British front for service 
with the French. 

While en route here Tuesday 
with McAndrew and Boyd, visit- 


| 


ed 2d_ division, talked with 

Brigade Commanders Harbord 

and Lewis, and also visited Dick- 

man’s 3d division. Both divisions 
in excellent morale. 

Received letter of appreciation 
from Petain for sending divisions 
to French front. War department 
requested to rush construction of 
tanks and 3,000 additional Liber- 
ty engines. 

At Chateau Thierry. 

The 2d and 3d divisions, facing 
the Germans near Chateau Thierry, 
had made their places in the line se- 
cure, giving heart to the French, who 
were trying to stabilize their own po- 
sitions around the newly formed sali- 
ent. We shall hear more of these 
two divisions later. Although fully 
taken for granted by all of us, it 
was none the less gratifying to see 
these divisions, for the first time in 
the line, acquit themselves so well. 

En route to Chaumont we motored 
eastward through Montmirail, passing 
long columns of French refugees flee- 
ing from their homes, many on foot, 
men and wemen with bundles on their 
hacks, leading the smaller children, 
driving their stock before them and 
hauling in various types of convey- 
ances the few remaining worldly goods 
they were able to take with them. Al- 
most indescribable were many simi- 
lar scenes as reported by our troops 
as they came up to re-enforce the re- 
tiring French. 

It seemed to me then that if this 
picture of civilization engaged in the 
persecution of innocent and unarmed 
noncombatants, mostly women and 
children, could be brought home to 
all peoples, reason would be forced 
upon rulers and governments where 
too often their passions and ambitions 
assume control. 

Further notes from my diary: 

Paris, Sunday, June 9,* 1918. 
The 2d division is engaged in se- 
vere fighting in Belleaun Wood. 
General Foch desires to leave five 
of our divisions with the British 
for the present. 

Colonel Groome, head of Re- 
mount Service, lunched with us 
yesterday; also Mr. Otto Kahn, 
who referred to my position as 
embracing duties of the secre- 
taries of war, treasury and state 
combined.

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ROPING THE TAX DODGERS. 

The drive now being prosecuted 
by the city tax authorities to round 
up tax dodgers and run them to the 
cashier’s window at the city hall is 
producing unexpected and profit- 
able results. They show how prev- 
alent tax-dodging prevails in the city 
and how deeply the city’s legitimate 
revenues have been depleted by it. 

The census disclosed that there 
are 63,000 males in Atlanta between 
the ages of 21 and 50, but the tax 
digests of the borough show that 
only 23,000 of them are on the tax 
books and actually paying their due 
taxes to the city. Voting registra- 
tions yearly show about that num- 
» ber of eligible voters. The other 
40,000 dodge their taxes and the 
fully 50 per cent who are white 
abandon their duties as citizens to 
participate in the municipal pri- 
maries, thus aiding in giving the city 
capable and honest government. 

Such shirking of civic and fiscal 
duties is one of the most indefensi- 
ble things of which a citizen can be 
guilty. Those who indulge in it 
should be ruthlessly routed out of 
their holes and required to play 
square with the loyal citizens who 
do pay their taxes and interest 
themselves in civic betterment. 

Here are 40,000 men living in 
the city and practically every one of 
them owning taxable personal or 
tangible property, and owing com- 
mutation for street work, who have 
allowed 23,000 of their fellow-citi- 
zens to pay all the costs of their po- 
lice, fire, health and other protec- 
tions and benefits of government 
and security. 

The showing is abominable and 
every good citizen will say to the 
city authorities to keep up their 
crusade until every taxable resident 
has made his due Contribution to 
the upkeep of the municipality. 


THE PRESS AND THE STATE. 

There is a new expectancy among 
thoughtful citizens that recent reve- 
lations in state affairs, considered 
in conferences of the editors of the 
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Georgia will soon be her old sov- 
ereign and imperial self again. 


PROHIBITION UPHELD. 

‘The decision of the supreme 
court of the United States affirming 
the validity of the ratification of the 
eighteenth, or prohibition, amend- 
ment by the legislatures of the 
states, was commonly expected. 
Only adventurous lawyers shooting 
an arrow into the air had any hope 
otherwise. 

The decision of District Judge 
Clark, in a New Jersey court, that 
the amendment should necessarily 
have been ratified by special con- 
stitutional conventions in the 
states, was a highly fantastic brutem 
fulmen. All the nineteen amend- 
ments of the constitution have been 
ratified by state legislatures. No one 
of them has congress éver elected 
to submit to conventions, though 
having, as the supreme court points 
out, the option to do that. 

The eighteenth amendment is a 
valid part of the constitution. The 
court of last resort says so. That 
decision now leaves the issue of 
what to do about prohibition clear 
and unmistakable. It must be en- 
forced by the concurrent powers of 
the federal and the state govern- 
ments, or by the former alone. Be- 
yond that there is but one resort 
left open by the supreme court’s de- 
cision, and that is to submit to the 
people, either. their legislatures or 
state conventions, a repeal of the 
amendment or an alternative one. 

All discussion of the subject here- 
after must turn on those proposi- 
tions and it is up to the congress, 
speaking for the people, whether 
either shall be submitted to a new 
decision.

One day a famous Parisian hostess 
gave a big dinner. She had invited, 
among others, a renowned general and 
a poet, who, it so happened, was con- 
sidered one of the great wits of the 
of The general she had invited, she 
said, because the mere presence of a 
military man sheds great luster on 
any dinner. The poet was there be- 
cause she counted on him to amuse 
her other guests. That is she hoped 
he would distract the company with 
his sallies and witticisms. 

At table the general talked only of 
gastronomical subjects. Nothing more 
was expected of him. But the poet 
opened his mouth only to eat. 
After dinner the hostess asked him in 
her most amiable way: “And now, 
Master, you certainly are going to 
give us the pleasure of reciting some 
of your poetry?” To which the poet 
replied modestly: “I do not object, 
madame, but since we are all going 
to give a little sample of our taients, 
let the general come first and fire a 
cannon.’ 


Parisians must have thought of that 
old story the other day when Mar- 
shal Petain and M. Paul Valery, the 
poet, were the two speakers at the 
solemn session of the French academy 
at which the former took his seat as 
successor to Marshal Foch. Although 
the academy originally only admitted 
literary men, this has changed since 
the war. Foch was the first soldier 
to become a member; Joffre soon 
followed. General Weygand is said 
to be the most likely successor to 
Joffre as Petain was to Foch. For 
the sake of form and tradition even 
these military men are elected on 
their literary merit. Petain has writ- 
ten a book on the tactics he employed 
at Verdun and Weygand is the author 
of a textbook in use at the war col- 
lege on the campaigns of Turienne. 


But the academy has made it clear 
that these men are elected because 
they are soldiers. And since this is 
its wish, Marshal Petain certainly 
talked as a soldier. He fired the can- 
non, so to speak. He even wore his 
marshal’s uniform, which is very un- 
usual, the academy having a beautiful 
green uniform and three-cornered bat 
of its own, especially designed by Na- 
polean himself. He talked strategy 
and tactics and explained battles. And 
then came M. Paul Valery, the poet. 
When this gentleman expressed him- 
self in verse he is absolutely incom- 
prehensible except to a dozen or so 
who claim to understand him. But 
on this occasion his prose left no 
doubt. 

Of course there was no intention 
that the solemn session should have 
turned into anything resembling a de- 
bate. Both men prepared their ora- 
tions quite independently. Still M. 
Valery practically contradicted the 
marshal on every point. “Who could 
think or even talk of war now?’ he 
exclaimed, as his astonished colleagues 
and the public pricked up their ears 
in amazement. “Are there really men 
in our time who dare to place their 
hope in a return of slaughter? Is 
there not already enough distress, de- 
ceptions, ruins, tears? Are there not 
enough wounded men, widows and or- 
phans?” ‘ | 

It was a strange discourse to he 
pronounced at the reception of a 
warrior like Petain. And the other 
academicians Wiped their brows in dis- 
tress, for fear of an explosion on the 
other side. For Petain is known 
never to mince matters when he gets 
started.

Congress was memorialized in a 
resolution adopted by the house to 
create a national shrine at Mulberry 
Grove Plantation, near Savannah, in 
honor of the Revolutionary War gen- 
erals, Nathanial Greene and “Mad 
Anthony” Wayne, and Eli Whitney, 
inventor of the cotton gin. 

The connection between these three 
historic names is a bit of Georgia 
lore perhaps not generally known. In 
recognition of the services of the two 
generals, Georgia gave Greene the 
original 2,000-acre tract known as 
Mulberry plantation, and a_ similar 
plantation adjoining it to Wayne. 

It was on the same tract of land 
that Whitney later perfected the cot- 
ton gin which revolutionized the basic 
industry of the agricultural south. 
Greene, from Rhode Island, and 
Wayne, from Pennsylvania, accepted 
the state grant, and came to Savan- 
nah to live following the war.

These essential points are given by 
Dr. Alfred B. Olsen, of Battle Creek, 
in an instructive contribution on the 
use of cold air. baths and sun baths 
in the treatment of various diseases. 
The points mentioned completely cover 
the requirements for the ‘hygiene of 
clothing. It is not significant what 
texture or material the clothing may 
be. Silk, cotton, wool, linen, paper, 
leather, fur, hair, grass—you pays 
your money and takes your choice. 

So far this winter I have worried 
along without an overcoat but with 
my alphabetical armor on, the same 
as in summer. It is only fair, how- 
ever, to add that so far this winter I 
haven’t seen any ice or snow. But 
just the same I observe that nine out 
of ten men of my age in this vicinity 
sport overcoats much of the time, not 
because they need warmth, I believe, 
but just because. they are mere men, 
with women managers at home who 
make ’em wear ’em just to be on the 
safe side, you know. I stand for a 
good deal from the women of my little 
world, but they will never succeed in 
making me wear an overcoat until Il 
become too feeble to resist—I mean 
when I don’t need one for comfort. 

Dr. Leonard Hill, famous English 
authority on ventilation, climatology 
and hygiene, says “It is absurd to 
put on an overcoat when going out for 
a walk. It is good to go out and be 
braced by feeling cold and so be im- 
pelled to take vigorous exercise.” 

To that Dr. Olsen adds: “This may 
seem a hard saying for many who live 
in modern hot houses and have form- 
ed the habit of overclothing themselves. 
The time to make the change is in the 
summer and early autumn.” 

To that I would add: “Baloney. 
Unless you're a veritable old molly- 
coddle you may make the change 
whenever the notion strikes you, no 
matter what the weather or season.” 

The modern trend, at least in fash- 
ions for women, is to wear less cloth- 
ing. Every such move is in the right 
direction, so far as health is con- 
cerned. People who bundle or coddle 
themselves too much are generally as- 
tonished at the improvement in health 
when they get the cold air bath habit 
and begin to worry along with the 


least possible clothing.

hold that Article 5 ‘“‘means something 
different from what it plainly says.” 

“The United States asserts,” he 
added, “that Article 5 is clear in 
statement, contains no ambiguity and 
calls for no resort to rules of con- 
struction. A mere reading demon- 
strates that this is true.” 

The opinion was clearly phrased 
and Justice Roberts had delivered but 
a few sentences before its meaning 
was apparent. The spectators, who 
filled every seat in the semi-circular 
room, however, listened intently until 
the conclusion: 

“The order of the court below is re- 
versed,” 

Chief Justice Hughes, however, did 
not participate in the case. He with- 
drew because he had taken a minor 
part in the national prohibition cases 
in 1920. The court decided then that 
the prohibition amendment was a 
valid part of the constitution. 

In view of that opinion, the ruling 
today was regarded as a foregone con- 
clusion. That, however, did not: pre- 
vent it from attracting more attention 
than any case in recent years. 

Back of the argument that the pro- 
hibition amendment should have been 
ratified by conventions was the as- 
sertion that the people reserved to 
themselves by the 10th amendment 
power over their own personal liberty. 
It was contended, in consequence, that 
legislatures have no authority to give 
the government more power over per- 
sonal liberty. 

Justice Roberts said this argument 
had no weight. 

“The fifth article does not purport 
to delegate uny government power 
to the United States, nor to withhold 
any from it,’ he said. “On the con- 
tary that article is a grant of au- 
thority by the people to congress, and 
not to the United States, 

“It was submitted as part of the 
original draft of the constitution to 
the people in conventions assembled. 
They deliberately made the grant of 
power to congress in respect to the 
choice of the mode of ratification of 
amendments.” 

He gave as little credence to the 
assertion that every amendment save 
the 18th dealt solely with govern- 
mental means and machinery, rather 
than with the rights of the individual 
citizen. 

“We think that several amend- 
ments,” Roberts said, “touch rights of 
the citizens, notably the 13th, 14th, 
15th, 16th and 19th.” 

A group of attorneys, including Sel- 
den Bacon, Julius Cohen and Austen 
Fox, of New York, had believed for 
years that the amendment was un- 
constitutional because of its mode of 
ratification. They represented with- 
out charge William H. Sprague and 
William J. Howey, the almost forgot- 
ten defendants in the case. The two 
had been charged with transportation 
and possession of liquor. 

Although the liquor laws were the 
foundation of the case, liquor had no 
place in the argument. It centered 
upon the adoption of the constitution 
and its interpretation. The names of 
Madison, Jefferson and others who 
framed it were frequently mentioned. 
_ Justice Roberts said of the oppos- 
ing contentions: , 

‘They say that ‘if the legislatures 
were considered incompetent to sur- 
render the people’s liberties when the 
ratification of the constitution itself 
was involved, they are incompetent 
now to make a further grant.” 

“The constitution was written to 
be understood by the voters,” he add- 
ed, “its words and phrases were used 


_in their, normal and ordinary as dis- 


tinguished from their technical mean- 
ing; where the intention is clear there 
1s no room for construction and no 
excuse of interpolation or addition. 

“If the framers of the instrument 
had any thought that amendments dif- 
fering in purpose should be ratified 
in different ways, nothing would have

There was brief flurry as Justice 
Roberts finished and then the court- 
room grew silent again for the deliv- 
ery of another opinion.

“WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—(Spe- 
eial})—Only one state in the country 
eats less candy per capita than Geor- 
gia, according to figures compiled by 
the department of commerce. In fact 
Georgia eats’ less than one half as 
mich candy as is consumed by the 
average person in the United States. 

The statistics given out show that 
the average for men, women and ‘chil- 
dren in Georgia was 6.51 pounds per 
capita, just one hundredth of a pound 
more than that of. Alabama, which 
appears to care less for manufactur- 
ed sweets than any other state. Mis- 
sissippi ranked next above Georgia, 
with an average per capita consump- 
tion of 7.20 pounds. 

In tota) consumption of candy for 
1929, however, Georgia ranked 25th 
having consumed 21,103,868 pounds 
in 1929, an increase of more than 
3,050,000 pounds as compared to the 
previous year. 

Climatic conditions, it is stated, con- 
tribute largely to the amount of candy 
eaten in the country. The southern 
states show decidedly’ smaller per 
capita consumption than those with 
colder climates.

Only one pitcher reached the 20 
mark in 1930. That was Billy Bayhe, 
the pitching fool at Chattanooga.

NEW YORK, Feb. 24;—The three 
sons of J Pulitzer, founder of 
the New York World, asked a surro- 
gate today to permit them to sell to 
the Scripps-Howard interests. the 
three newspapers published in their 
gold~lomed building on Park Row— 
The Morning World, The Evening 
World and The Sunday World. 

Surrogate James A. Foley reserved 
decision on their petition and ad- 
journed court until 11 a. m. tomor- 
row. .He desired to decide whether 
be could legally permit the sale of 
the properties under the will of the 
late founder. who took every possible 
precaution in his last testament to 
make sure his male descendants would 
continue tu publish the papers. 

The delay also was favored pas- 
sively by counsel for the grandchild- 
dfén of the elder Pulitzer, 14 of whom 
are co-heirs of a residuary estate with 
which the fortunes of the World are 
linked. The guardians of the grand- 
children’s interests were abetted by 
Max D. Steuer, noted New York law- 
yer, who caused a surprise by ap- 
vearing in court in behalf of Paul 

lock, publisher of a chain of news- 
papers. 

Although Steuer was without status 
at the hearing, he introduced the sug- 
gestion that Block desired to make an 
offer for the Worlds and his inti- 
mation of a better price led some 
spirited testimony about Block's part 
in the efforts of the Pulitzer brothers, 
dating back to last August, to dis- 
pose of the Worlds. 

_The Scripps-Howard interests de- 
sire to merge the Evening World with 
the New York Telegram under the 
name of the New York World-Tele- 
gram. : 

A contract of sale presented to the 
court called for an immediate down 
payment of $500,000 upon completion 
of the sale, another $500,000 within 
90 days. It was indicated notes would 
be given by the Consolidated News- 
paper Corporation, a holding company 
formed to publish the merged papers, 
for an additional $2,000,000, and that 
a further $2,000,000 would be con- 
tingent on profits earned by the cor- 
poration. he actual figure was not 
rade public. 

Roy Howard, chairman of the board 
of Scripps-Howard, testified the price 
would be the highest ever paid in the 
United States for the intangible as- 
sets of a newspaper. Under the terms 
of sale Scripps-Howard would get 
none of the physical assets of the 
Press Publishing Company, which pub- 
lishes the Worlds, but would acquire 
their good will and the two Asso- 
ciated Press memberships held by tie 
Morning and and Evening Worlds. 

Frederick D. Fuller, banker repre- 
sentative of the Pulitzer estate, said 
it was “a marvelous offer.” His own 
valuation of the property was $800,- 
000-odd for the good will and “be- 
tween $400,000 and $500,000 apiece 
for the Associated Press memberships. 
More specifically, he valued the latter 
at $480,000 apiece. 

What will become of the Morning 
World, one of the famous newspapers 
of the United States. under the .sale 
was not announced. But it was indi- 
cated its publication would be discon- 
tinued and the purchasers would pub- 
lish only one evening newspaper. as 
now—unless perhaps it were found 
possible also to publish a Sunday 
morning edition. 

Tonight while. the roar of the 
World’s presses was vaguely audible 
across the silence of City Hall park 
the attorney for the Pulitzer brothers 
pleaded for immediate ratification of 
the sale contract, lest the World’s 
value to its owners and its prospective 
purchasers dwindle once the news of 
its impending sale became public 
knowledge. 

Herbert and Joseph Pulitzer told 
how the Morning and Evening 
Worlds had lost money steadily for 
five years—$1,975,000 in that period, 
$811, ‘in 1929 alone, $170,940 in 
January, 1930. 

The surrogate’s approval of the 
transaction is necessary because of 
provisions of the late Joseph Pultizer’s 
will. 

The clause which was the subject 
a es is herewith quoted in 
full: , 

“Seventh: JI further authorize and 
empower my executors and trustees to 
whom I have hereinbefore bequeathed 
my stock in the Pulitzer Publishing 
Company of St. Louis, at any time, 
and from time to time, to sell and 
dispose of s..id stock, or any part 
thereof, at public or private sale, at 
such prices and on such terms as they 
may think best, and to hold the pro- 
ceeds of any stock sold in trust for 
the beneficiaries for whom such shares 
were held in leu thereof, and upon 
the same trusts. This power of sale 
is not to be construed as in any re- 
spect mandatory, but purely discre- 
tionary. This power of sale, how- 
ever, is limited to the said stock of 
the Pulitzer Publishing Company of 
St. Louis, and shall not be taken to 
authorize or empower the sale or dis- 
position under any cireumstances 
whatever, by the trustees of-any stock 
of the Press Publishing Company, 
publisher of ‘The World’ newspaper. 
I particularly enjoin upon my sons 
and my descendants the duty of pre- 
serving, perfecting and perpetuating 
‘The World’ newspaper (to the main- 


tenance and upbuilding of which I} 


have sacrificed my health and 
strength) in the same spirit in which 
I have striven to create and conduct 
it as a public institution, from mo- 
tives higher than mere gain, it having 
been my desire that it should be at 
all times conducted in a spirit of in- 
dependence and with a view to incul- 
cating high standards and public spir- 
it among the people and their official 
representatives, and it is my earnest 
wish that said newspaper shall here- 
after be conducted upon the same 
principles.” 

The news that The World had en- 
countered difficult going and was pro- 
sing to merge with The Telegram 
rought to Park Row tonight a flood 
of memories of a romantic period in 
America’s journalistic history. 

Newspapermen recalled the fighting 
Pulitzer, who came as immigrant 
from Hungary, swam ashore at Bos- 
ton at the time of the Civil War to 
claim a war “bounty,” and developed 
into one of the great journalists in 
an era that saw such figures as Ben- 
nett. Greeley, Dana and later Hearst. 

They also harked back to Pulitzer’s 
contemporary, E. W. Scripps, founder 
of the papers which are now the 
Scripps-Howard interests; and to Roy 
Ww. Hewatd of that concern who once 
worked for the elder Pulitzer’s St. 
Louis ee but failed to 
get a job when he applied for a place 
on The World. 

Pulitzer, a giant of the days of 
“nersonal journalism,” apparenily 
feared none. He was ever ready to 
attack in what he deemed a proper 
cause. and once he struggled with 
President ‘Theodore Roosevelt—and 
came off victor. 

He and Scripps were both of the 
fearless school of newspapermen and 
both built properties which came to 
be influential nationally. Their jour- 
nalistic careers opened in 1878 and 
both, born poor, died rich. 

Pulitzer came from Hungary and 
lived. to stir up a life

deemed political wrongs while Scripps 
was largely interested in attacking 
what he considered industrial wrongs. 
New York had just recovered from 
the Boss Tweed exposes; Commodore 
Vanderbilt had recently died, and the 
telephone was then a novelty, 

Pulitzer supported Grover Cleve- 
land for the presidency and was him- 
self elected in 1 to congress. Later 
he battled Cleveland over the Vene- 
zuelan dispute with England and said 
Cleveland in his appeal to the Monroe 
Doctrine was rattling the saber. 

This ,incident was followed by a 
campaign against Cleveland's plan to 
sell bonds privately to replenish the 
low gold stock in the United’ States 
treasury. Pulitzer won, forcing a 
public sale. He was somewhat em- 
barrassed to find that he himself had 
profited by $50,000 on $2,000,000 of 
bonds he had. bought in a moment of 
patriotic enthusiasm, 

In 7 he established the Evening 
World. In 1890 he built the World 
building, a 14-story structure with a 
tower on it which was a marvel in 
those days for the visiting sightseers. 

Five years later, Hearst came to 
New York and bought the Jourral and 
battle followed for prestige and cir- 
culation. It ended with Hearst es- 
tablished, but with the World still 
unshaken. The Spanish-American 
War Came, and Pulitzer opened a new 
era of war correspondence to outdo 
Hearst. He spent money lavishly for 
correspondents, private d’spatch boats, 
and cables, 

_In 1912, he had a costly libel ac 
tion brought by Roosevelt over the 
report of a financing detail in the 
Panama Canal purchase, but here 
again Pulitzer won, 

_ Pulitzer made one of several “re- 
tirements” but returned to fight Crok- 
er, of Tammany, over tax reform. 
When he died he was known as a 
foe of corruption, a fearless fighter 
who had mage his name one before 
which men in-high places trembled. 

The clause of the Pulitzer will pro- 

hibiting the sale of the Press Publish- 
ing Company’s properties discloses the 
greatest ambition ef Joseph Pulitzer— 
the founding of a newspaper dynasty 
in New York city. There have been 
four of these ambitious attempts with- 
in the last 50 years and noné has 
succeeded. 
_ First on the list of these failures 
is the passing of the control of the 
Times from the Jones family. While 
Henry J. Raymond, the founder of 
the Times, was immediately success- 
ful, the paper achieved a much greater 
success under the control. of George 
Jones. _No paper published in New 
York city ever performed a higher 
service to the people than the Times 
did when the elder Jones overthrew 
the Tweed ring. Many men—Tilden, 
Choate, Nast, Nordhoff and a host 
of. others——have been lauded for their 
work in bringing about the downfall 
of Tweed and his gang, but it was 
George Jones who began the battle 
when it seemed to be an utterly hope- 
less fight. 

At the beginning of Jones’ eru- 
sade, the Tweed ting offered him $1,- 
)00,000 “‘to lay off,” and Jones’ reply 
shattered the hopes of Tweed, Con- 
nolly and Sweeney: “I don’t suppose 
the devil will ever pay more than 
$1,000,000 for my soul, but my soul 
is not for sale.” : 

When this vigorous, incorruptible 
man died, he left a ‘son, Gilbert Jones, 
but the paper had lost its strong lead- 
er. It began to deteriorate and pass- 
ed into other and, later, more success- 
ful. hands, the son of George Jones 
going to a tragic death. 

The next dynasty to fail was that. 
of the Danas. While Charles A. Dana 
never really owned the Sun himself, 
he was able to control the paper 
through the help of his great personal 
friend, Thomas Hitehcock. These two 
owned 176 of the 350 shares of the 
Sun Printing & Publishing Co.—and 
that was enough, 

On the death of the elder Dana. 
Hitcheock sold bis shares to Paul 
Dana, the son of Charles, and it look- 
ed as though the Dana dynasty was 
firmly established. A few years lat- 
er, however. the business manager of- 
the paper, William M. Laffan, wrested 
the paper from Paul and the name of 
Dana passed from the Sun's role. 

The Herald of the Bennetts lasted 
for two generations. During that 
time it became one of the outstanding 
newspapers in the world. Its “stunts 
were sensational, its revenues enor- 
mous and its reputation international. 
The great. war came, “the younger 
Bennett,” now an old man, seemed 
to lose all ambition and the Herald. 
was snuffed out.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24.—(?)— 
The Muscle Shoals compromise to- 
day joined the veterans’ loan bill at 
the White House to await presi- 
dential action.
